AN INSIGHT INTO FOLK LORE 


People Uoth to Tell of Superstitions 


—The Irishman at Home Is Not 
Witty as la Generally Supposed by 
Outside! »

Ennla, Ireland.—"I'll niver forget 


wan glntlemaii that kem here from 
America. 
He'd been borrn here, but 


had gone to Chicago whin he was a 
lad, an' he had made a fortune, He had 
hundreds 
under him, air he told 


me he had niver touched a drop 
of 
liquor. 
Oh, he 
was 
the 
Kind 


man. He hired me car every day 
he was here, an' he said anny time 
I wanted to stud anny of me sons over 
Co sfnd them to him an' he'd take 
them on an' pay them good wages. Oh, 
lie was the ginerous man—too giner- 
ous in fact. 
He'd scatter his money 


like water whin he'd be In liquor—" 


"Why, 
I thought, you said ho never 


touched a drop, Michael.'* 


"Oh!" 
with a toss of the brail. 


"Sure that was in America. 
iJein* on 


a holiday here he tasted it, an' llkin' 
the taste, he kep' on. Sure he'd fling 
money out be the hand fu Is if I'd let 
him. 
I told him if he done that the 


news of it would spread an' some of 
the wilder ones would demand it of 
him, 
an' wance. I refused to go anny 


further till he'd promise to atop throw- 
in' 
money 
away—half 
sovereigns, 


mind ye 
Ah, but he was the 
kind 


man, 
drunk or sober. The day before 


he left—an' he was here two or three 
weeks hunt in' for his birthplace—he 
said: 'Michael, I've drank too much, 
but it tasted good. 
After to-day not 


a drop I touch, an' me goin' luick to 
America." Sure, I hope ho dWn't, for 
he had a fine business of manufac- 
tures of some sort, an' he says' 'Sind 
them along, Mike, when they does be 
old enough, an' I'll give them good 
jobs. Only 
they must 1'ave liquor 


alone' 
A)j. a kind man he was an1 a 


true American. Wance I met harrd 
Kinmare, an' 1 took off me hat to him. 
'Who's that?' soys he.

your hat to him?' sa>s he; 'he's only a 
man like yourself' 
I'll never forget

I asked this same jarvey If he would 


like to see home rule.

men of the practical kind, who would 
rather sec prosperity than home rule, 
and who evidently do not believe the 
two arc synonymous terms, 


One needs to Jive long among the- 


Irish peasants to get at their folk lore. 
They are invariably 
agreeable 
to 


strangers, as Michael bus shown him- 
sell' to have been to me, and arc moro 
than willing to talk about America ami 
the sorrows ot IreUmi, hut if the sub- 
ject of fairy folk ia broached they seem 
to be anxious to change the subject. 


1 was fortunate enough to get a little 


insight into their beliefs, but before I 
touch on the topic 
I would 
Hke 
to 


scat tor a few thoughts on the subject 
of Irish wit. 


Here 1 have sot down a conversa- 


tion of a typionl lilsbman, but you will 
notice that there is nothing witty in 
what he saja.

"so have I. They'd I'ade you to folly 
the lights, an' the flrrst thing ye'd 
know ye'd bo up to your wnlst in a 
bog. 
Hut there's none of them here- 


abouts, now."

than most of them would go until I 
met an old woman on the west coast.

ago Ihe present writer also discovered 
on the Hehring sea coast of Alaska 
some very perfect remains of a pit 
dwellers' village, which is quite unlike 
any settlements made to-day by (bo 
Kskimo oi Aleut natives of Alaska. 
The Aimis claim that at borne remote 
period they wero themselves tho in- 
habitants of some far northern coun- 
try, and as evidence of this they rite 
their hairy bodies. 
They sny, "Why, 


if we did not come irom a cold coun- 
try, should we need to have akins like 
a bear?" H ia possible that they did 
migrate southwards from the shores of 
the Ben ring sea, either by way of the 
Aleutian islands, or nloug (he coasts of 
Kamtchatka and the Kuriles. 
One good trait In the Ainu character 


la their great bravery, and this is a 
quality held in high esteem among 
them. On the island of Yezo, and some 
of the Kuriles, bears are very numer- 
ous. 
The Ainu men, who are merely 


armed with such primitive weapons as 
bows, arrows and knives, hunt and 
kill a great number of bears. 
One 


species of these bears (Ursns ferox) ia 
notoriously savage. One of the most 
curious and unnatural customs of the 
Ainu has puzzled me as to its origin. 
At certain seasons of the year the men 
organize parties for hunting bears; 
old fc mrs are kilted, their skins and 
BtiuH* being brought home. The ikulle ! 


arc often erected on sticks, where 
(.hoy reinahi as trophies outside tho 
hunter's dwelling. 
All 
young 
bear 


cubs which are captured are brought 
home to the settlements, where tho 
women of tho tribe adopt them, and 
actually .suckle theso beasts as they 
would thoir own children. The object 
is that in duo course of time tbe.se 
young cubs shall be killed and eaten 
at what is known as a, "Hoar Festival." 
Often when the cubs grow too big to 
ho nursed any longer, they are con- 
fined in a kind ol wooden cage until

the time arrives for theso festivals. 
The unfortunate bear cub is tied to a 
post in the center of a group of Aluus. 
A headman of the village teases the 
cub with some shreds of willow bark 
fasioned to the end of a pole, while 
two other men stand, with thoir bowa 
drawn leady to shoot the victim as it 
stands on its hind legs. Although tho 
writer has vislieti native settlements 
of all the different races which dwell 
on the northern shores of Asia and 
America, irom tho Arctic ocean down- 
wards, he has nevo.r encountered

The Ainu, liko the Kskimo of Amer- 


ica and tho TchnkSchis of northeast 
Siberia, have no religion. 
They have 


no knowledge of a Supreme Helng and 
no belief iii a future state. Mr. "Lander, 
who questioned many natives on varl 
oils subjects, was once scornfully told 
by ono of them that "the
